Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 8-22, 24-38 are allowed based on the interviews of 1 1/24/09 and 12/8/09. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
reasonable prior art references to the instant application do not disclose image 
registration corresponding to perturbations in less than six degrees of freedom in order 
to form transformation parameters along six degrees of freedom via 2D images 
matched to 2D images derived from a pre-treatment 3D scan in order to adjust a 
radiosurgical beam generator.
